The first ballot is said to have re­ 
sulted in the jury standing 9 to 3 for 
the defendant. 
Then on the second 
ballot the result was favorable to the 
plaintiff, the result -standing 10 to 2. 
One more juror was 
drawn to the 
plaintiff on the third count when the 
jury stood 11 to 1. The fourth ballot 
resulted in the finding for the plain­ 
tiff.

time, A total of nine love letters and 
notes written by 
Alsman to Miss

PASSING OF THE BUFFALO 


T fiji Tragedy of tho Fur Trade an Ao- 
cident of Civilization. 
Speaking of the buffalo, which is now 
becoming rare and which might have 
been saved for both food and game 
purposes, the author of “Let Us Go 
Afield,“ Emerson Hough, writes: 
“AM the high grade, well system­ 
atized butchery in which the beef 
trust did not play a part ended only 
about twenty years ago. The Indians 
refuse to believe that it. is ended. They 
pray to their leaders among the white 
men to take them north, far away, 
‘where the buffalo have gone.’ Being 
told there is no such land, they take It 
out In praying for a hereafter in w hich 
there shell be plenty of buffalo. 
“The destruction of the buffalo was 
the tragedy of the fur trade. It was 
not so much a blunder in commerce as 
it was an accident of civilization. The 
belt of the machinery of progress got 
loose when the railroads came and the 
engine ‘raced.’ There was a time of 
flurry and unpreparedness when our 
transportation for the first time ran 
ahead of us. It was the great plains 
railroads that killed off the buffalo. 
“We wiped the west off the earth, if 
not off the map. loug ago, and now we 
seek to water its grave with national 
irrigation. The terms civilized and sav­ 
age are,, however, but relative, and 
there is always some sort of balance 
struck between them.

FAME IN A FEW WORDS. 


Authors Who Are Now Known Only 
by a Single Work or Passage. 
Philip James Bailey wrote “Festus” 
when he was twenty -three and lived 
to be eighty -six without adding appre­ 
ciably to bis early laurels. His “Fes­ 
tus'’ was cdmpured by enthusiastic ad- 
mirers to the Works of Shakespeare 
and Goethe.4 No one reads "Festus” 
now, but its memory survives in one 
familiar quotation, a one time favorite 
for use in autograph albums: 
VN e live in deeds, not y ears; in thoughts, 
not breaths; 
In feelings, not in figures on a dial. 
We should count time by heart throbs. 
He most livfes 
Who thinks most, feels the noblest, acts 
the best 
Bailey is very far from being the 
only author to live in men’s minds by 
virtue of a single line, stanza or pas­ 
sage. It is a narrow margin by which 
to escape oblivion, but it serves. True, 
it is not the writer himself that is re 
mem bored, but as long as some spark 
from his brain still glimmers be is not 
totally dead, it may be a line from a 
song. 
“Meet me by moonlight alone” 
and "Don’t y ou remember sweet Alice, 
Ben Bolt?” are repeated as catchwords 
by thousands who never beard of J. 
Augustus Wade or Thomas Dunn Eng­ 
lish. 
Very often, however, the lines 
that survive are of high literary value. 
Theodore O’Hara, soldier of fortune, 
wrote: 
On fame’s eternal camping ground 
Their silent tents arc spread, 
And glory guards with solemn round 
The bivouac of the dead. 
By these four lines he won for him- 
Belf admission to the eternal camping 
ground of poetry . 
William Knox, a Scotch versifier 
(178 9-18 25), owes his fragmentary sur­ 
vival not so much to any great poetic 
merit in his mortuary couplets as to 
the indorsement of Abraham Lincoln, 
who loved to repeat: 
Oh, why should the spirit of mortal be 
proud? 
Like a fast flitting meteor, a fast fly ing 
cloud, 
A flash of tl|o lightning, a break of the 
wave, 
He passes fr^m life to rest in the grav e.

SAVAGE DISCIPLINE. 


The Way Unruly Indian Boya Ware 
Punished In Former Days. 
My grandmother had twelve chil­ 
dren, and one uncle undertook to teach 
me thw art of worship. 
He used to 
lead me to the sandbank-: of the Mis­ 
souri river, where he would set fire 
to a pile of driftwood, and then, tak­ 
ing me by the hand, sing sacred songs 
to the fire and river. 
In the mean­ 
time he threw* into them offerings of 
tobacco, red feathers, and sometimes 
oak twigs. I never knew the meaning 
of these offerings, but I alway s felt 
that some living thing actuated both 
the fire and the river. 
Another uncle came to visit us peri­ 
odically , and every time he came my 
brother or I suffered at his hands. 
Sometimes he would rush . to the 
spring, carry ing me horizontally under 
his arm and would plunge my head 
into the water until I almost suffo­ 
cated. 
His common form of discipline was 
to let me hang by my bands on the 
cross poles of the wigwam until my 
arms ached. My body writhed before 
I dropped. This uncle seemed to like 
best to command my older brother to 
tie my hands and feet with a rope. 
Then he would order me to resist­ 
an ordeal 'that would make us both 
cry . 
In the winter he would also 
sometimes roll us in snow naked. 
The punishment of Indian children 
is usually in the hands of some uncle 
rather than the parents. Our punish- 
menu were inflicted generally because 
we bad s disobey ed grandmother by 
failing to get wood at evening, had 
resisled fasting, had fought some In­ 
dian boy s or had cried without suf 
flcient cause.—Southern Workmen.

The number of United States naval 
officers killed lu duels in the half cen­ 
tury from 1798 to 1848 was two-thirds 
the number of officers who lost their 
Uvea in the naval wars of the United 
State« in that same period. 
In the eighty-two duels which were 
fought In that period thirty-six men 
ware killed, of whom thirty-three were 
naval officers. Of those who were uot 
killed in those naval duels one-half 
were wounded. 
In those days of the old navy the 
duel was held to be a sort of indis­ 
pensable diploma for the naval officers. 
Men were sensitive as to their honor, 
and very fantastic were their notions 
as to the necessity of its defense. 
Duels were fought between officer» 
high in rank aiid more often between 
thp midshipmen. 
The commissioned 
officers dealt with these “ affairs of 
honor” between the youngsters with 
pompous solemnity. 
Verses were printed upon their vic­ 
tims in the literary J ournals of the day, 
and their relatives caused epitaphs in 
tha J ohnsonian style to be placed upon 
their tombs. 
Occasionally duels as­ 
sumed the character almost of au in- 
tenaatioual incident, and sometimes 
they became small w ars. 
... Rarly in the war with Tripoli offi- 
oeib 
became 
involved 
in 
quarrels 
among themselves and with the offi­ 
c e» of the British navy who were on 
seiwice in the Mediterranean. In 1819 
tha Americans and the British officers 
who were connected with the garri­ 
son at Gibraltar fought duels so fre­ 
quently that the governor prohibited 
the harbor to American ships. 
Those old time middies were exceed 
lngly bellicose. 
They were very jeal­ 
ous of their rank. They had their own 
exalted ideas as to the meaning of the 
terms “ gentleman” and “ officer;” there­ 
fore many a sanguinary duel wTas pre­ 
cipitated by causes the most trivial. 
What nowadays would be considered 
a practical joke then became an affair 
of ten paces with pistols. 
* Once a middy amused himself by 
sprinkling a letter that another middy 
was writing. 
Thereupon the letter 
writer sprinkled the waistcoat of the 
offender with the contents of the ink 
bottle. A few days later the two faced 
each other in a ouel. 
That the numbeyof deaths and seri­ 
ous wounds in thpie duals was sojpreat 
is not surprising in view of the fact" 
that the distance between tbe com­ 
batants measured about thirty feet. 
A marksman of fair ability could hit 
hi« adversary at that distance with­ 
out much trouble if his nerves were 
steady. 
In some cases the distance 
was much less. 
In the Bainbridge- 
Coeliran duel It was twelve feet 
In 
another duel the pistols almost touch- 
"'ed. and both combatants were killed 
at the first shot. 
The largest number of the duels 
which were fought in tbe United States 
took place iu the neighborhood of Nor­ 
folk, of New York and of Bladensburg, 
whioh is near tbe city of Washing­ 
ton. 
But duels were also fought 011 
Castle island, in Boston harbor; at New 
Orleans and iu various other places 
It was at Weehawken that Comtno- 
dore Oliver H. Perry fought his duel 
with Captain J ohn Heath. There wero 
grounds abroad also which in the na 
ture of the circumstances saw many 
of these naval encounters — for in­ 
stance, Rio J aneiro, Valparaiso, Port 
Mahon and in various places in the 
Mediterranean and in the East Indies. 
These naval duels were most fre 
quent between the years 1799 and 
1838. 
The best known of them all 
piobably was that tbetween Decatur 
and Barron in 1820. This year marks 
the beginning of the slow decline of 
the practice, and the last of the duels 
hi the old navy of which there is a 
record took place in 1850. 
Pistols were not always used, but 
the sword was sometimes resorted to 
a« , for instance, in what was practical 
ly the first of the duels in the United 
States navy. This took place In 1779. 
The combatants were Captain P. K. 
Lauda Is and Captain D. N. Cottineau, 
both Frenchmen, who were in com­ 
mand of vessels under J ohn Paul J ones 
at the battle with the Sera pis.

engine trouble. 


At the customs bouse, readyto take 
us to the hotel, were 
five hundred, 
rickshaws and two 
automobiles, the 
latter of the type around which cen­ 
ter all the jokes. 
The trip to the 
hotel was an eye opener. We looked 
around for horses, but didn’t see any 
as all vehicles are drawn by men, oc­ 
casionally relieved by a sleepy team 
of oxen. 


On several 
corners were 
men in 
sm art looking 
uniform s 
carrying 
swords. 
Ah, our first glimpse of the 
arm y wo thought, lmt they were po­ 
licemen. 
As 
we rode 
through the 
streets we strained our eyes looking 
for the W estern ideas the Japanese 
have been appropriating so industri- \ 
ouslv, but they 
were not in sight, j 
Little boys were playing ball in their 
wooden clogs; 
women with u n fast­ 
ened kimonns 
walked 
through the 
streets 
indifferent to the 
gaze 
of 
W estern 
eves; 
men 
carried 
the 
skirts o f their kimonas up to their 
waists sso the edges would not be 
muddled by the streets. 
Tiny shops 
were everywhere. 


All through the day we looked fo r 
W estern ideas, but we sawr only tw o: 
a member of the court dressed in a 
silk hat of 1898 vintage and a shabby 
PrineeAlbert coat that came to his 
knees. 
That night we read in a Yo- 
kahoma paper th at the government 
desired 
to show the 
Japanese 
an 
aeroplane and th at one was being 
carried throughout Japan for exhibi­ 
tion in various cities. It would be in 
^ okahoma the following day. 
We decided instead of viewing the 
lone aeroplane to take a trip to Kan- 
ikura, the fashionable w atering re­ 
sort, and see as much of rural Japan 
on the way as we could in six hours. 
We started at eight next morning, 
and two minutes after we had passed 
the city limits oi Yokahoma we were 
in the middle ages. 
Every man and 
woman w as working in the rice fields 
or on a farm with implements which 
their 
ancestors had used for 
cen­ 
turies. 


Villages 
were neat, tidy 
affairs, 
without factories. 
The only W est­ 
ern ideas we saw during the morning 
were picture post card stands and 
American cigaretes. 
We 
tried 
to 
smoke 
some of the latter,, but 
the 
Japanese matches are for ornam ental 
purposes only. 
When the automobiles passed little 
children— the 
only sign of 
future 
soldiers— they waved their hands and 
shouted “Banzai.” 
We were told 
that when the motor car first put in 
an appearance the 
children threw 
stones at them. 
One day the Em ­ 
peror gave a decree to school princi­ 
pals, asking children to wave their 
hands and shout a greeting of wel­ 
come to passing 
tourists in m otor 
cars. 
This was read in all schools in 
Japan. 
The Em peror’s m erest wisli 
is law. 
Overnight the hostility dis­ 
appeared and now when you ride in 
an auto down a country lane in J a ­ 
pan you feel as a king must in rid­ 
ing through the streets of a European 
capital. 


Not seeing any Japanese peril in a 
country of agriculturists and small 
shop keepers, we decided to go to the 
city billed as “The Chicago of Jap an ” 
where we 
m ust 
certainly 
see the 
thousands of plants th at at moments 
thousands of plants that at a mo­ 
ment <s notice could be turned into 
ammunition factories. 
But, again, 
we were disappointed. 
It was more 
like Muncie, Indiana.

the tragedy of the fur trade. It was I 
not so much a blunder in commerce as 
it was an accident of civilization. The 
belt of the machinery of progress got 
loose when the railroads came and the 
engine *raced.' Theie was 
flurry and unpreparedness wben our 
-transportation for the first time -ran 
ahead of us. It,was the great'plains 
railroads that killed off the buffalo.. 


"We wiped the west off the earth,, if 


not off the map, long ago, arifl now we 
ueek to water its grave with national 
irrigation. The terms civilized and sar- 
age are, however, but relative, and 
there Is always some sort of balance 
struct between them;. Continually we 
make war upon the wilderness, its peo- 
ple, Its creatures; Jet, having done BO, 
wo covet again the wilderness., yearn 
for It, depend upon lib and ape It even 
fa bur cjpthing.

The Way Unruly Indian Boys Wera 


'Punished In Former Days. 


My grandmother had twelve chil- 


dren, and one uncle undertook to teach 
me tflje>art:of worship. He used to 
lead me to the sandbank-- of the Mis- 
souri- river,' where he would set fire 
to a pile of driftwood, and then, tak- 
ing me .by .the hand, sing" sacred songs 
to the flre and river. In the mean- 
time he threw into them offerings o'f 
tobacco, red feathers, and sometimes 
oak twigs. I never laiew the meaning 
of, these offerings, but I always felt 
that some-living thing actuated both 
the fire and the river. 


Another uncle came to visit us peri- 


odically, and every time be came my 
brother or I suffered at his hands. 
Sometimes he would rush . to the 
spring, carrying me horizontally under 
his arm and would plunge my head 
into the water until'I almost suffo- 
cated. 
. 


His common'form of^discipline was 


to let me 'hang by my hands 'on the 
cross.poles .of the wigwam until my 
arms ached. My body writhed before 
I dropped; This uncle seemed to like 
best to command my older brother to 
tie niy hands -and :feet with a rope. 
Then he, would order me to resist— 
oni,'ordeal ^hat would make" us both 
cry. 
In the whiter he would also 


sometimes" roll us hi snow naked. 


The punishment of Indian children 


is usually in the hands of some uncle 
rather than the-parentsr' Our punish- 
mentswere; inflicted generally because 
we iliad-J'tlisobeyed grandmother,, by 
failinff.to get wood.at eveniug, had 
res.'sled fasting, had fought some In- 
dian' boys .or had cried without snf- 
flcieiit cause.—Southern Workmen.

Will we Redeem Mexico? 


Now that the flection is over and 


Mi'. Wilson has been entrusted with 
the reins of govtrnment for another 
four years, there is one piece 
of 


•work that will forcibly demand his 
attention, and tliat is the pacifica- 
tion of Mexico. 


We are well aware that the Mexi- 


can problem presents great difficul- 
ties, view it from whatever angle we 
may. 
But they are difficulties that 


may and can bj overcome, and as 
lime goes on it becomes more and 
more a parent that it is up to the 
United States to overcome them. 


The truth of ihe whole matter is 


lliat Mexico is suffering from the 
same misrule from which we freed 
Cuba—the decadent Spanish rule. 


Mexico is a republic only in name. 


Not the first principle of 
popular 


rule has ever prevailed 
in 
that 


country. The forces that have al- 
ways controlled her destiny 
have 


been those bequeathed 
by 
Spain. 


With misrule and oppression on the 
one linnd. and sullen hatred and re- 
sentment on the other, it is small 
wonder that she has been in a per- 
petual state of unrest and" turbu- 
lence. 


President-Diaz was the only ruler 


in her history who ever maintained 
u semblance.'<>f trder, arid he did sp 
solely by the use of the-mailed hand. 
Since his day poor Mexico has seen 
naug'ht but anarchy. Anarchy pre- 
vails there 
today—anarchy 
and 


wholesale brigandage. 


Argue as we may against the idea 


of intervention, 
the 
fact is daily 


becoming more apparent that it is 
the only solution. That enlightened 
America should sit idly by and make 
no effort to remedy the intolerable 
slate of affairs prevailing there, is 
inconceivable. Mexico is a blot on 
the Western civilization, and 
only 


Western civilization can erase that 
blot. 


Of coiinse every American wishes 


that the redemption of Mexico -may 
be accomplished by peaceable means 
if possible. But the progress being 
made in that direction appears fa 
the average mind as negligible. The 
matter seems no nearer a 
solution 


today than it did fifty years ago. 


From the days of President Buch- 


anan milil today, every ' president 
has had the same difficulties to co 
tend with there. Each has had his 
vexing "Mexican question," and it 
is remarkable how similar have been 
ihe circumstances that each lias had 
to face.

State Board of Charities Suggests 


Some New Methods be Employed, 


in Caring For Insane. 


WANTS 
SOME 
LEGISLATION 


Believes Children Should Not be Al- 


" lowed to Burden Parents When 


They Can Support Selves 


(By United Pre»s.) 


Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. ,20.—The 


legislature is Basked, to enact a law, 
preventing children from burdening 
their parents when they are able -to 
support themselves, by the Indiana 
Board of Charities in its report to 
be made to the next legislature, made 
public today. 


The board also recommends that 


provisions be made to emplpy prison- 
ers after the state contracts expire 
two years hence and at the same time 
provision be made to pay families of 
imprisoned men, some of the pris- 
oner's earnings. 
. , 


/ In regard to the eare of insane the 
board recommends that no more hos- 
pitals for insane be/built or no ad- 
ditions to the present hospitals be' 
constructed, but provision be made 
for more farm colonies. 


Other recommendations of 
the 


board follow: 


That the attentions of the inmates 


of the state institutions be placed 
under the supervision • of the state 
superintendent of public instruction. 


That an appropriation- be made for 


a state central home for' dependent 
children now cared for in county 
asylums. 


That the salary of $500 a year now 


paid members' of boards o"f trustee of 
institutions be abolished and 'the po- 
sitions be made-r non-salaried, 'but 
the' expense allowan8e t>e increased. 


That relatives of tru|tees be,pro- 


hibited from working in state insti- 
tutions. 
- 


That all convicted women be re- 


moved from county jails. 
• . 


That the fee system =for allowing 


for care of county prisoners be abol- 
ished. 
.

That rioii-residents confined in the 


state institutions be released. 


That judges be compelled to visit 


penal and correction institutions fre- 
quently.

At the present 
time; a committee 


consisting of wardens .of the state 
prison and a'committee of the state 
board of charities is considering the 
question of future prison labor. The 
present prison contracts expire in 
1919.

The present system of handling in- 


sane, the reports states, is sucb that 
possible recovery of curable cases is 
retarded and that the ;chronie cases 
cannot obtain the benefits of outdoor 
life and employment. 
The colony 


farm at the Eastern hospital for in- 
sane has been found successful and 
the plan should be followed in other 
cases, the board states,. 


In connection with the State home 


for dependent children, the board de- 
clared, that there 
are now thirty- 


three institutions in the state where 
dependents are kept and 40 cents a 
day is paid for their support. These 
institutions are 
unable to provide 


proper training, the board states. A 
state home was, reeomtoended by the 
last legislature but no "provision was 
made for it.

ft* • Sort of Diploma For Naval Men, 
and th» Victims of the Field of Com- 
bat Were Lauded •» Heroes.

oficers killed to dw^itrthe half cen- 
tury from 1798 $X$& *r*«» two-thirds 
tne number of officers who lost • their 
lives in the naval ware of the ttaited 
M&tes In that.

swords. Ah, our first glimpse of the 
army we thought, but they were po- 
licemen. As we rode 
through the 


streets we strained our eyes looking 
for the Western ideas-the Japanese 
have been appropriating so industri- j 
ously. but they were not in - sight, j 
Little boys were playing ball in their 
wooden clogs; women with unfast- 
ened kiinonas walked 
through the 


streets 
indifferent to the 
gaze of 


Western 
eyes; men 
carried 
the 


skirts -of their kimonas up to their 
waists .«o the edges would not be 
muddled by the '.streets. Tiny shops 
were everywhere. 


All throngh the day we looked'for 


Western ideas, but we saw only two: 
a member of the court dressed in a 
silk hat of 1808 vintage and a shabby 
PrinceAlbert coat that came to his 
knees. That night we read in a Yo- 
kahoma paper that the government 
desired 
to show the Japanese 
an 


aeroplane and that one was being 
carried throughout Japan for exhibi- 
tion in various cities. It would be in 
Yokahoma the following day. 


We decided instead of viewing the 


lone aeroplane to take a trip to Kan- 
ikura, the fashionable watering re- 
sort, and see as much of rural Japan 
on the way as we could in six hours. 
We started at eight next morning, 
and two minutes after we bad passed 
the city limits of Yokahoma we were 
in the middle ages. Every man and 
woman was working in the rice fields 
or on a farm with implements which 
their ancestors had used for 
cen- 


turies. 


Villages were neat, tidy affairs, 


without factories. 
The only West- 


ern ideas we saw during the morning 
were picture post card stands and 
American cigaretes. We tried 
to 


smoke some of the latter,, but

Japanese matches are for ornamental 
purposes only. 


When the automobiles passed little 


children—the 
only sign of

shouted "Banzai." 
We were told

stones at them. 
One day the Em- 


peror gave a decree to school princi- 
pals, asking children to wave their 
hands and shout a greeting of wel- 
come to passing tourists in motor 
ears. This was read in all schools in 
Japan. The Emperor's merest wish1 


is law. 
Overnight the hostility dis- 


appeared and now when you ride in 
an auto down a country lane in Ja- 
pan you feel as a king mnst in rid- 
ing through the streets of a European 
capital. 


Not seeing any Japanese peril in a 


country of agriculturists 'and small 
shop keepers, we decided to go to the 
city billed as "The Chicago of Japan" 
where we must 
certainly see the 


thousands of plants that at moments 
thousands of plants that at a mo- 
mentfjj notice could be turned into 
ammunition factories. 
But, again, 


we were disappointed. It was more 
like Muncie, Indiana.
